Nestled within the beautiful com 
munity of Chestnut Grove, 
Alabama, is an alligator farm, yes 
that’s right an alligator farm. <A 
recent visit to this site revealed a 
very novel enterprise which few 
local people know exists. 

With the thumping sound of 
pecans hitting the roof of the red 
warehouse which serves as head 
quarters for the operation, Marshall 
Spivey says he and his father, Jack 
Spivey, have approximately 800 
alligators in a pond almost the size 
of an acre. 

Not to worry, the animals and 
pond are enclosed by a chain link 
fence which stands five feet high 
and sunk 18 inches into the ground. 
A smooth, grassy area of about 15 
to 20 feet serves as a buffer zone 
between the pond and fence; this 
gives the alligators a place to sun 
and just be themselves. 

As neighboring motorists and 
friends drove by honking horns and 
waving, Marshall explained he and 
his Dad, Jack, are in the wholesale 
agricultural-parts business. 

“Farming is not a cut and dried 
thing, some years are good and 
some years are bad. In order to sur- 
vive these ups and downs and be 
successful, farmers have learned to 
diversify by planting peanuts and 
cotton combined with livestock.” 
The idea of commercially raising 


alligators came from father Jack in 
the way of developing it as a side 
line business. So, a couple of years 
ago Marshall and his Dad began 
putting this idea into action, and in 
\ugust and September of 1997 
began stocking their pond with alli 
gators each about two feet long and 
approximately 18 months to 2 years 
old, In late winter of 1999, some 
time around mid-March, this first 
crop of alligators will come to 
fruition, and they will be processed 
and harvested at that time 

Che alligators will be about three 

and a hall to four years old at this 
time, and will have reached about 
five feet in length 

Caring for the alligators is regu 
lated by state law, and Marshall 
says such raising of alligators helps 
reduce their status as a“threatened 
species.” In a controlled manner, 
the animals are fed and maintained 
properly and eat about 250 pounds 
of a high protein diet in the form of 
pellets over the course of three feed 
ings per week. When the tempera 
ture falls to the high 60°s, or about 
the first of November, regular feed- 
ing ceases as their metabolism goes 
into a semi-hibernation state. 

Because the alligators are well 
cared for, they are not a threat to 
anyone, and employee Vernon 
Hartley walks freely along the 
banks in close proximity as he dis- 
penses the feed. Unlike crocodiles, 
says Marshall, alligators do not 
attack unless provoked, and there is 
no reason for anyone to be afraid of 


their presence especially * 


in view of the fence 

\t harvest time, the alligator meat 
will be sold to restaurants and gro 
cery stores with the hides being 
marketed both nationally and inter 
nationally The international 
exports reach primarily into south- 
erm Europe, mainly in Ttaly, and 

\siun markets such as Singapore 

ind Hong Kong 

\ five foot alligator produces 
about four pounds of meat, sold at 
approximately $8.50 a pound and is 
roughly similar to chicken in taste. 

When you first look out into the 
pond you wonder just where all the 
800 alligators are, and Marshall said 
both he and his Dad had to learn to 
distinguish them from the pine logs 
and other vegetation near the pond. 
These ancient-looking creatures 
actually date back to the dinosaurs, 
and through their ability to camou- 
Hage themselves this species of rep- 
tiles has survived the test of time. 

As farming changes occur, so 
must the farmer adapt to the ever 
changing nature of the world they 
find themselves in. It is no longer a 
local economy, but a global one that 
drives the need to change and diver- 
sify, and this holds especially true in 
the agricultural realm, says 
Marshall.

The Elba Police Department, 
along with the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department, is investigat- 
ing a Veteran’s Day burglary of the 
Probate Office in the Elba 
Courthouse.

County BOE has five-year plan

The main topic of conversation at 


last Thursday's monthly meeting of 
the Coffee County Board of 
» Education was: money. 


Superintendent Rodger Bowden 
presented a five-year plan, which 
was forwarded to the State Board of 
Education, for the proposed use of 
bond monies (and any future fund- 
ing that might come available) for 
educational purposes to be received 
from the state. By law, the first pri- 
orities of the monies must be for the 
elimination of portable or sub-stan- 
dard classrooms that exist in the 
county's system. 

Last year, a $500 million educa- 
tion bond issue was approved by the 
state legislature of which the Coffee 
County School System will 
received almost $1,000,000.00 
($992,257.00). 

Bowden told board members that 
in all probability, the county will not 
have any monies left over after the 
portable classrooms are replaced 
with permanent ones. 

“Tt will take all of our share of the 
bond money to replace the portables 
and we will probably have to add 
some local funds as well,” said 
Bowden. 

At the present time, there are 16 
portable classrooms in the county 
school system - six (6) at Zion 
Chapel Elementary School; six (6)

In 
addition, a survey by the National 
Safety Council showed fatalities 
dropped by more than 35 percent 
during the Memorial Day holiday, 
despite the increased road travel. 

“The impact of the — last 
Mobilization clearly illustrates that 
high-visibility enforcement works,” 
said Elba Police Chief R. W.

The D’s and C’s which are on the 
report card were disturbing to board 
members but they were uplifted by 
the summary, which shows Elba is 
rated in the upper “Academic 
Status” category with a CLEAR rat- 
ing.

The Coffee County Commission, 
in regular session Monday morning, 
took action on several items of busi 
ness ranging from awarding bids to 
establishing an advisory council on 
drugs. 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks, in 
expressing his concerns about the 
drug problem that exists in Coffee 
County, offered a motion to estab- 
lish an Advisory Council on Drugs. 

He pointed out several specific 
problems - as he sees them - as 
being: drugs in the schools, only 
drug pushers - not drug dealers 
being jailed, an appearance that 
most of the drug-related arrests are 
black youth, the loss of some of the 
best young minds to the drug cul- 
ture, and the appearance that most of 
our state and local governments are 
focusing on the issues that will not 
make our government a_ strong 
democracy. 

Brooks proposes that the council 
work in conjunction with the drug 
task force, the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department, city councils, 
police departments, and other law 
enforcement agencies. 

The composition of the council 
would be as follows: two individuals 
(one black & one white) represent- 
ing the ministers’ alliances; two rep- 
resentatives (one black & one white) 
from Enterprise, Elba and New 
Brockton; one individual from 
Kinston; two-at-large youths; two 
individuals representing community 
organizations; and two retired police

He also proposed that the terms of 
the members be staggered, and that 
the advisory council draft its own 
operation policy and procedures 

Commissioner Brooks outlined 
the specific functions of the council 
as follows: (1) Monitor and assess 
drug-related activities; (2) Render 
technical assistance to these agen- 
cies: task force, police departments, 
and sheriff's department; (3) Make 
quarterly reports to each city council 
and county commission; (4) Seek 
drug-related help from state and fed- 
eral governments; and (5) Work 
with the media on drug-related mat- 


ters 

Commissioner Linda Westbroo! 
asked Commissioner Brooks tf he 
had spoken with area chiefs of 
police and the sheriff about his pro 
posal. 

His response was “No, The coun 
ty government is responsible for 
what happens in the county to some 
extent and the buck stops with th 
county commission.” 

Brooks’ motion passed in a 6-0-! 
vote of the commissiot 
Commissioner Tom — Grimsley 
abstained from voting on the matte: 

The director of Coffee County’ 
Emergency Management Agency 
Charles Webb, addressed the com 
mission and recommended passag 
of a resolution requesting that Lee 
Helms, director of the Alabami 
Emergency Management Agency 
be retained by the new administra 
tion. 

The director commented that 
Coffee County was no stranger to 
disasters since the county has expe 
rienced three major disasters and 
numerous small ones within the last 
four years. 

“During the last four years, we 
have had a more rapid response to 
any emergency than we have eve! 
had in the history of the Emergency 
Management Agency,” said Webb 
“Our relationship with PEMA 
(Federal Emergency management 
Agency) is the best that it has ever 
been!” 

He continued, “We have had more 
grant money poured into the county 
for the last four years than any time

between $68,000 and $72,000, 
Morrow said.
